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Clinton’s Strategy: Help Bosnia’s Muslims,

WASHINGTON — President Bill Clinton 
has put aside any realistic hope of using the 
U.S. military to bring a quick end to the 
bloodshed in Bosnia, senior presidential ad- 
visers have suggested. Constrained by reluc- 
tant allies and by political limits he himself 
set, Mr. Clinton has settled on a strategy 
whose immediate gnats are to equalize the 
combatants and quickly remove the United 
States from the scene, rather than to stop the 
killing. 

The theory is that the warring Bosnian 
Serbs and Muslims eventually will make 
peace, once they are more equally armed. 
Thai means putting new weapons in the

Meanwhile, the United States — ideally 
along with its European allies — would

SARAJEVO. Boshia-Heraegovina — Cro- 
atian forces buncoed an attack on Muslim 
pQQtinp y in the central Bosnian city of Mostar 
on Sunday and Croatian paramilitaries were 
forcing Muslims from their homes and 
brin g in g wo men and children into a soccer, 
stadium.

WASHINGTON — It’s hard to pinpoint the 
moment when things began spinning out of

• Was it when George Stephanopoulos. the 
v While House communications director, began 
dating Jennifer Grey, the actress who starred in 
the 1987 movie “Dirty Dancing?" 

Maybe it was simply when Barbra Streisand 
became as familiar a figure on the political 
scene as John McLaughlin, the carnivorous 
talk-show host. 

The Clinton White House is extravagantly 
star-struck, and Hollywood's liberal luminar- 
ies, sensing an opportunity to be taken seriously 
and savoring the compatible politics, are flock- 
ing to Washington. 

Movie moguls and stars are pushing to move 
beyond their traditional roles as campaign or- 
naments and cosh machines and become more 
substantive players as communications, image 
and policy advisers, and as salesmen for Clin- 
ton administration programs, 

Cabinet members and White House officials 
are giving the Hollywood big shots policy brief- 
* m g s, and asking their hdp in selling programs 
on health care, the environment and National 
Service. 

“The idea that these insulated and bubble- 


headed people should help make policy is ridic- 
ulous,” said Leon Wieseluer, the cultural editor 


of The New Republic magazine. “Hollywood

But Mr. Wieseltier appreciates the similar 


qualities that link the worlds of politics and 
movies. “They’re highly scripted, poorly direct- 
ed and always over budget/* he asserted. 

Washington and Hollywood have always 
been ' drawn to each other because of their 
common interest in performance and image, 
and their complementary insecurities: The Hol- 
lywood elite wants to be seen as serious, and the 
Washington elite wauls to be seen as glamor- 
ous. 

But with the technological and talk-show 
revolution of the last campaign, politics has 
taken on even more of the techniques of popu- 
lar culture and packaged entertainment. The 
Clinton convention and Inauguration were 
painstakingly produced by Hairy Thomason 
and Linda Bloodworth-Thomason, the Holly- 
wood sitcom czars who have also bought a 
beachfront estate outside Santa Barbara that 
the Clin tons, their longtime friends, can use as a 
Western reueat. 

Ronald Reagan and his wife, Nancy, enter- 
tained old friends from Hollywood in the White 
House, veteran stars like Charlton Heston and 
Jimmy Stewart With George Bush, there were 
only rare glimpses of glitter drop-bys by Bo 
Derek and Michael Jackson, and the pumping- 
up appearances of Arnold Schwarzenegger. 

But now there is a Democratic president 
whose nickname is Elvis and who likes Holly- 
wood, which was slow to warm to him as a 
candidate but now seems to be in a stampede. 

Having become more sophisticated political- 
ly, many in Hollywood's royalty now want the 
same scat of access that other valuable constitu- 
encies like Wall Street have long enjoyed.

JERUSALEM — Israel’s governing coalition 
came unglued Sunday when its only religious 
party said it would withdraw. But it was not 
dear if the government turmoil was a full- 
blown crisis or merely a prelude to a reassign- 
ment of cabinet posts. 

Many political expats leaned toward the 
second theory, predicting that when the dust 
.settles in a few days. Prune Minister Yitzhak 
Rabin will still be in office but with a different 
cabinet lineup. 

But if there turns out to be a real crisis, Mr. 
Rabin will find himself politically hobbled at a 
possibly critical juncture in Israel's continuing 
peace talks with neighboring Arab stales and 
the Palestinians.

Bonn Fosters a German Rebirth —on a Russian Plain

BEZYMYANNOYE, Russia — Katerina A 
Zarya is one of several thousand ethnic Ger- 
mans who have returned from Central Asian 
exile to the land their forebears settled more 
than 200 years ago, near the Volga River in 
central Russia. 

Though fluent in Russian. Mrs. Zarya. 38, 
can still speak Schwuebiscb. a southern Ger-

Under an agreement with Russia signed in 
July, the German government is financing a 
settlement here to discourage ethnic Germans 
from leaving the farmer Soviet Union. But 
many thousands of ethnic Germans, including 
most of Mrs. Zaiya’s relatives, prefer to exer- 
cise their legal right to emigrate to Gemiany. 

The Volga Germans first came to Russia at 
the invitation of Catherine the Great, herself a 
German, who recruited them to Russians 
advanced methods of fanning and other work 
in the late I8th century. But when the Nans 
invaded the Soviet Union in 1941, Stalin dis- 
banded the autonomous Volga German Repub- 
lic and deported its citizens as potential fifth 


columnists, scattering them over Siberia and 
Central Asia.

No. 23, SO kflometers (30 miles) southeast of 
Saratov, past the town of Engels and the village 
of Bezymyannoye, or Nameless, and down a 
cratered country road. 

The German government is trying to draw 
ethnic Germans to this settlement by building 
houses, a bakery and sausage factory, a school 
and dime, and offering a course in rural con- 
struction. It hopes to counter the allure of 
emigration to Germany, which is overwhelmed 
by asyium-seekers.

Of Divine Judgment

AGRJGENTO. Sicily — Pope 
John Paul II. delivering "the Roman 
Catholic Church's Mrongest cron- 
demuaiioa ever of organized crime, 
said Sunday that the Mafia had no 
right to trample on God’s com- 
mandment not to kill, and he 
warned the crime group’s leaders 
that they faced divine judgment. 

"God" once said. ’Don’t kill.’ 
Man. any man. any group of men. 
the Mafia, can’t change and tram- 
ple this most sacred law of God!” 
the Pope said in a voice shaking 
with rage, his face reddening. 

The outburst at the end of his 
visit to this Mafia bastion came in 
impromptu remarks at the close of 
an outdoor Mass and underlined 
the Pope's intent to counter allega- 
tions Lhal members of the clergy 
had cozied up to the Mafia. 

He exclaimed that people here 
had the right to live “without mur- 
der victims', without fears, without 
threats." 

Referring to Mafiosi he said. 
“These who have on their con- 
sciences the weight of so many hu- 
man victims, must understand — 
must understand! — that they can't 
he allowed to kill innocents. 

“I say to those responsible. ‘Re- 
pent!' One day the judgment of 
God will conte." 

John Paul urged Sicilians to re- 
ject "Mafia culture, which is. a cul- 
ture of death.’' 

A decade ago. when the Pope 
visited the island, hardly anyone in 
the Mafia fiefdom dared denounce 
the Cosa Nostra openly. But public 
outrage over slayings of crusading 
prosecutors has "changed chat. 

Earlier Sunday, thousands 
cheered when John Paul paid hom- 
age to those and oilier law enforce- 
ment officers killed by the mob. 

"During this latest visit in Sicily. 

I can’t help hut recall, with particu- 
lar emotion, those who. in affirm- 
ing the ideals or justice and law. 
paid for their commitment to the 
struggle against the violent forces 
of evil with the sacrifice of their 
lives." he said. 

Later, the Pope met privately 
with the parents of Judge Rosario 
Livatino, who was gunned down on 
a highway outside Agrigento in 
199(i. The Mafia allegedly ordered 
his slaying after he refused to let it 
sway him in issuing a sentence. 

The killings last year of Italy's 
leading Mafia investigators. Gio- 
vanni Falcone and Paolo Borscl- 
lino. fueled anger against the Cosa 
Nostra across Sicily. They were the 
latest in a long scries of prosecu- 
tors. judges, police officers, jour- 
nalists and politicians slain bv the 
mob. 

' When John Paul went to Sicily in 
November 1 98Z becoming the first 
pontiff in six centuries to do so. he 
visited Palermo, the Sicilian capi- 
tal. Since then, grass-root groups 
led by schoolteachers, priests in 
poor parishes and some politicians 
have blossomed there to challenge 
the Mafia’s grip. 

Sicilian intellectuals have ac- 
cused the local church of having 
turned a blind eye to the Mafia in 
the past and not taking a frontline 
position against it. 


Many critics have said that the 
church should have excommunicat- 
ed Mafiosi, particularly those who 
mocked it by publicly proclaiming 
that they were devout Catholics, 
while thev were living lives of

Q. You are featuring some of the German 
composers at the Proms this year? 

A. Yes, we are doing a piece by Berthold 
Goldschmidt, the first London performance 
of his “Chaconne Sinfonica," as a 90 ih birth- 
day present. Goldschmidt actually conducted 
in the Proms nearly 40 years ago. He was a 
distinguished conductor but his music was 
□ever played, and he stopped writing for a 
number of years. We are also doing an eve- 
ning of music by composers who were in- 
volved in political ideas, mostly Kurt Weill, 
who is the best known of them. Among the 
works he wrote in the later years of his life is a 
very little known piece about South Africa 
called “Lost in the Stare." based on Alan 
Paton's novel. “Cry the Beloved Country.” 

Q. There does seem to be a big swing 
toward easier classical music, judging from 
the commercial acceptance of music by Arvo 
Part John Taverner or Henryk Gored! How- 
do you explain this success? 

A. It is music which is much less harmoni- 
cally complex: and easier, yes. People always 
like what’s easy, don’t they? It's easier to like 
ice cream than olives, sweet flavors than 


music had become very intellectually chal-

O- But isn’t this another passing fashion? 
Aren't audiences going to get fed up with too 
much sweetness? 

A. You have to be careful because some of 
the modern music is not just simple, its sim- 
plistic.

The idea that you have io 
suffer through new music is rather a 20th 
century concept. 

Q. How do you define the philosophy of 
the Promenade Concerts? 

A Henry Wood, who founded the Proms, 
was playing music by Schoenberg in London 
before the First World War. He put it beside 
the popular music of his lime by composers 
like Massenet and Bizet and said. "There you 
are. That's what music is like.” Music is a 
variety of tendencies and voices, and that is 
what makes it interesting.

MOSCOW — Thousands of 
Communists and Russian national- 
ists were allowed cm Sunday to cel- 
ebrate the Soviet Union's victory- 
over Nazi Germany in Red Square, 
defusing fears of a bloody confron- 
tation with riot policemen who had 
earlier been ordered to block the 
march. 

A Iasi-minute change of heart by 
the Moscow city council ensured 
that there would 'be no repeat of the 
street violence that broke out on 
May Day. when one policeman was 
killed and more than 500 police 
officers and demonstrators injured. 

The organizers of the demonstra- 
tion had wanted of “hundreds of 
corpses” if the police sought to lim- 
it their movements on Victory Day*. 

Talking with reporters after lay- 
ing a wreath at the tomb of the 
unknown soldi a - in memory of the 
Soviet Urnon’s 20 million war 
dead. President Boris N. Yeltsin 
sought to pul an end to a week of 
mounting tension by dismissing 
what he called the "chauvinist ana 
Bolshevik forces” as insignificant. 

He said that last week's dashes 
had represented the "death throes 
of communism." 

The soft-glove tactics adopted by 
the police marked a reversal of 
their approach on May Day when 
they prevented several thousand 
hard-liners from marching to Red 
Square. The demonstrators then 
turned around and marched in the 
opposite direction, but were again 
blocked by the police: resulting in 
the worst street violence this city 
has witnessed in decades. 

In a sign of a continuing political 
feud at the top. presidential body- 
guards prevented the chairman of 
the parliament. Ruslan I. Khasbu- 
latov. and the chief justice of the 
constitutional court. Valeri D. Zor- 
kin. from joining Mr. Yeltsin in one 
of his public appearances on Sun- 
day. 

The two men. who rank second 
and third in the Russian state, were 
turned away when they showed up 
for a ceremony to dedicate a monu- 
ment to World War II veterans. 

Although the Victory Day cele- 
brations came off without incident 
in Moscow, tragedy struck in the 
industrial city of Nizhny TagB 
when a light aircraft crashed into a 
crowd at an air show, killing ar 
least 15 people, according to the 
Interfax news agency.

The agreement signed in July 
1992 by President Boris N. Yd tan 
of Russia and Chancellor Helmut 
Kohl of Germany aims to recreate 
the republic with German aid. But 
there has been considerable resis- 
tance here, where the homes and 
lands of the deponed Gomans 
were taken over by Russans when 
Stalin dissolved the republic in the 
1940s. Now, cm the old territory of 
the Volga Republic, there are only 
about 30,000 Germans amid 3 mil- 
lion Russians. 

“The tension comes partly from 
memories of tbe war, partly exag- 
gerated fear and partly the anti- 
Western turn in opinion," said Ser- 
gei Y. Grishin, editor of 
Saratovskiye Vesti, a local newspa- 
per. “There are a lot of old slogans, 
like. 'Better a dry crust of Russian 
bread than a juicy piece of German 
meaL’" 

He added that there was “strong 
opposition” to autonomy among 
conservative politicians! 

Nikolai S. Makarevich, chair- 
man of tbe provincial council, said 
more than 85 percent of the people 
in the region opposed autonomy.

"It’s a force for today, not a force 
for the Cold War," Vice Admiral 
William A Owens, the plan's chief 
architect, said in an interview.

In some respects, the navy is 
merely catching up with other ser- 
vices, especially the air force, which 
has shed layers of bureaucracy and 
force structure under a post-Cold 
War shake-up. 

The plan also reflects the recog- 
nition oy senior navy leaden that 
in the current budget climate they 
will not be able to afford the AFX 
and other advanced tactical air- 
craft that on their wish list.

A Wider Human Rights Front 


Clinton Presses for Creation of a High-Profile UN Post

WASHINGTON — Taking a 
more aggressive stance on interna- 
tional human rights issues than its 
Republican predecessors, the Clin- 
ton administration is pressing for 
appointment of a high commission- 
er for human rights at the United 
Nations, as well as a special envoy 
to investigate abuses against wom- 
en. 

The initiatives were part of a 
proposal presented to a human 
rights conference in Geneva last 
week by J. Kenneth Blackwell the 
bead of the U.S. delegation. 

"This is the new administration's 
action plan." Mr. Blackwell said. 
“It builds on what the new admin- 
istration perceives as American tra- 
ditions. values and standards in re- 
gards to human rights, and it also 
offers new ideas and a new asser- 
tiveness in other areas."

NEW YORK — Robert De 
Niro, a New York painter whose 
career spanned more than four de- 
cades and father of the actor Rob- 
ert De Niro, died of cancer May 3, 
his 71 st birthday, at his home here 

Mr. De Niro was born in 1922 in 
Syracuse, New York. In the late 
1930s and early '40s he studied 
with the painter Hans Hofmann 
and from 1939 to 1941 with Josef 
Albers at Black Mountain College 
in AsbevOle, North Carolina. 

He had his first one-man show in 
1946 at P eggy Guggenheim's gal- 
lery, An of This Century, in New 
York City. In the early 1950s, along 
with artists like Larry Rivers and 
Lester Johnson, he became known 
for turning the looser paint-han- 
dling or Abstract Expressionism to 
more descriptive ends. 

Whether in drawing or painting, 
Mr. De Niro’s art was defined by 
an arresting physical confidence 
and a quality of natural talent that 
was widely acknowledged, even by 
critics who felt that his efforts 
could sometimes have an unfin- 
ished or impatient quality. 

His subjects derived from tradi- 
tional realism — nudes, still lifes 
and portraits — and be owed a 
particular debt to the contour 
drawings of Matisse. But his im- 
ages, while legible, relied on a high- 
ly abstract repertory of quick dabs.

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McCain 9 Senator and War Hero, Is No Hawk on Bosnia

Washington — Senator s. 

McCwn 3d of Arizona is a conservative 
Republican and a war hero, a rnedat- 
spangled navy pilot in Vietnam, the son 
j|nd grandson of admirals in a family 
whose fighting lineage extends to the 
American Revolution’s Continental 
Army. 

If politicians were thoroughbreds and 
owodfines dictated performance, Mr. 
McCain might be the Secretariat of Sen- 
ate militarists. 

^ .But anyone who wagered that Mr. 
McCain would favor US. intervention in 
Bosnia’s war would lose. As President 
. Bill Chilton and lawmakers ponder the 
prospect of air strikes to counter Serbian 
aggression or the dispatch of thousands 
of U.S. troops to enforce a cease-fire, Mr. 
McCain has been sounding the Senate’s 
most persistent and most urgent alarms 
on the question or involvement in a Euro- 
pean war. 

**We need to be honest about one cen- 
tral fact: We have no way to predict the 
size, length, and casualties of a peace- 
making effort," he told the Senate on 


April 21. “If we find ourselves involved 
in a conflict in which American casualties 
mount, in which there is do end in siijht, 
in which we fake sides in a foreign cm] 
war, in which American fighting men and 
women have great difficulty distinguish- 
ing between mend and foe, then I suggest 
that American support to military in- 
volvement would rapidly evaporate.” 

For now, Mr. McCain says, ne prefers 
leaving the dirtiest work of peacemaking 
to those whom the war tinmens most — 
Europeans. 

“I think it's time to hold their coats 
instead of them holding ours,” he said in 
an interview. 

Other senators have advised against 
the use of U.S force in Bosnia. But Mr. 
McCain's views draw special attention 
because of who he is: The senator who 
spent five and a half years in a prison 
camp after being shot down on a bomb- 
ing run over Hanoi. 

Now, when he warns against what he 
calls the “tax baby” of Bosnia, the temp- 
tation is overwhelming to conclude that 
be is reliving the frustration of Vietnam. 

Mr. McCain insists, a little wearily, 
that it is not so. He says the 23 combat 


missions, the midair gection that left him 
with two broken legs and a broken arm, 
the beatings by North Vietnamese 
guards, the solitary confinement, the ef- 
forts at resistance — heroic, by some 
accounts — are a dosed chapter.

WASHINGTON — The five 
ermaoem member nations of the 
ruled Nations Security Council 
have agreed on a resolution asking 
North Korea to adhere strictly to a 
treaty prohibiting the development 
of nuclear arms. 

Officials predicted that the 15- 
member Security Council would 
approve the resolution early this 
week. The move is intended to dis- 
courage North Korea from carry- 
ing out its announced withdrawal 
from the Nuclear Nonproliferation 
Treaty. 

The resolution was completed 
after China, which had opposed 
Security Council action on toe mat- 
ter, said h would no longer stand in 
the way, U.S. officials said. The 
United States. Britain, France and 
Russia agreed to incorporate lan- 
guage in the resolution that was 
approved by China’s UN represen- 
tatives, the officials said. 

The draft resolution exhorts 
North Korea to allow international 
inspections of all its nuclear-relat- 
ed ins tallati ons, but it does not re- 
fer specifically to two disputed sites 
where the government bias forbid- 
den inspectors to go. U.S. and oth- 
er exports have said the rites very 
likely harbor evidence of covert nu- 
clear-weapons work. 

U.S. officials said that a second, 
stiffer UN resolution would bepro- 
posed in late May or earty Jane, 
and that it would containing a 
more-explicit reference to the 
threat of economic sanctions if' 
North Korea did not relent on the 
inspections. North Korea’s with- 
drawal from the treaty takes effect 
June 12, at the earliest

Time for Action — It’s Too Late to Persuade the Bosnian Serbs 


Something wonderful has happened in 
Yemen. About SO percent of its 2.7 milli on 
registered voters have elected 301 mem- 
bers of the legislature from among 3,545 
candidates. Of 50 women wbo ran, two 
won. More than 40 parties took part in the 
election, on April 27, which was observed 
' by international monitors and freely re- 
ported in the press. 

This was not only Yemen's first multi- 
party election but also the first ever held in 
the Arabian Peninsula — and the first in 
which women could folly participate. Saudi 
Arabia, under an absolutist royal family, 
permits no nonsense about elections, wom- 
en's rights or press freedom; its monarch 
balks at even a toothless consultative coun- 
cil Only men vote in Kuwait, where parties 
are forbidden and the National Assembly is 
kept on a short leash. Even tentative steps 
toward unfettered democracy in Jordan, 
Egypt and Algeria cause panic among rul- 
ing elites terrified tty F undanmntalimi 

Yemen has surprised its neighbors be- 
fore. In May 1990, Yemen and Southern 
Yemen agreed peacefully to unite, in what 
seemed an unlikely coupling between tra- 
ditionalist and Marxist states. A union 
based on realism worked, even surviving 


the strain caused by the expulsion of a 
million Yemeni workers from Saudi Ara- 
bia as punishment for Yemen's lukewarm 
support of Iraq during the Gulf War. And 
now supposedly primitive Yemen has 
dared trust the people. 

President AH Abdullah Saleh deserves 
foil credit fra- this notable experiment. He 1 
encouraged women to participate, and gave 
full freedom to Islamic parties as long as 
they did not electioneer in mosques. His 
own party wot the largest bloc of seats and 
is forming a coalition with the Yemeni 
Socialist Party and an Mamie party. 

Now Colonel Saleh offers a new aston- 
ishment: He proposes amending Yemen's 
constitution to Innit the president to two 
terms. Ruling for life has been the practice 
in the Arab Middle East, whose political 
tradition was once described as despotism 
te mp ered by a«a*sm»riivi 

This tradition, some Westerners argue, 
springs from cultural and religious attitudes 
incompatible with free speech and minority 
rights. But the damor for democracy steadi- 
ly increases. Yemen's election shows that 
the yeast or change is at work even on the 
world’s most tradition-bound peninsula.

Cut Back the Secrecy ps&ssftfiss 

J the nature of war today and the 


President BiD Clinton has ordered a 
sweeping review of government secrecy 
now that the Cold War is over. And he has 
posed some telling questions: What infor- 
mation continues to require classification 
for the sake of national security? What can 
be done to avoid excessive classification 
and to declassify information as quickly as 
possible? But Mr. Clinton may be seeking 
answers from the wrong people — those 
who have presided over the secrecy system. 
He would do better to invite an indepen- 
dent commission to conduct the review. 

Sometimes officials stamp a document 
secret before circulating it for the same 
.reason that editors pul a banner headline 
•on a news story: io attract readers' atten- 
•tion. Even more often, the secrecy stamp is 
used to keep a document out of the hands of 
unwanted readers, like opponents in Con- 
gress or the bureaucracy. 

Pervasive secrecy has pernicious effects. 
It inspires officials to overestimate the val- 
ue of the secrets, compared with what is 
publicly known. It makes policy fail ores 
more liely by narrowing the circle of advis- 
ers. And it impedes Congress from exercis- 
ing its constitutional responsibilities in for- 
eign and defense policy. 

Most perversely of & it does a poor job 
of protecting the relatively few secrets that 
do need protection. When classified docu- 
ments arc commonplace, officials become 
careless about handling them, and security 
staffs become overworked. 

But the officials whom the pres deni has 


asked to re-evaluate the system know all 
that; they are pan of the system they are 
reviewing. That is just the problem. They 
may be too dose to come up with new and 
imaginative answers. 

Restraining officials from abating their 
secrecy stamps wiD not be easy. Memos are 
rarely kicked back to drafteis for excessive 
classification, and officials are punished only 
for mishandling secret documents. Why not 
also reprimand than for overdassifynig? 

Once a document is stamped secret, it is 
notoriously difficult to declassify it Most 
documents should be declassified automati- 
cally after six years, restoring a sensible past 
practice. Exceptions will need to be node, 
but aQ such documents should be renewed 
after 10 years and declassified by a single 
agency without the consent of other agencies. 
AD documents more than 30 years old should 
be declassified without further review. 

Other forms of secrecy also need to be 
reduced. Government agencies have fallen 
into the habit of proliferating special access 
or “blade" programs, not just for intelli- 
gence and military operations but also for 
braiding new weapons. Not only are the 
specifications of the weapons kept secret, 
which is understandable, but also the very 
existence of the acquisition program, which 
mindlessly impedes oversight

1 was taken to the 
emergency room of a nearby hospi- 
tal, where the staff quickly decided 
that extensive surgery was needed. 

They were not well enough 
equipped to do it, so 1 was moved 
immediately to another hospital 
where specialists had been aloled. 

After a second ambulance ride, 
I found myself in a second emer- 
gency room, where I asked that 
someone contact my wife, who was 
arriving on a flight from the United 
States that morning. 

I was gumeyed mto an operat- 
ing room, where a pleasant-faced 
woman locked down at me and 
said in English, “I am Dr. Robin, 
the anesthesiologist." 


I awoke at about 4 PM. in a 
single room wife a tube down my 
nose and a metal tree above me 

ious sizes dnppmg^Lnto’tle intra- 
venous needles in my wrist and 
neck. Down fee center of my belly 
I could see an incision about eight 
to nine inches long, held together 
by about 40 neat black stitches. 

My wife was sitting across fee 
room; she had received a message 
to call fee hospital when ha plane 
landed. %e told me my appendix 
had burst, probably two or three 
days before fee pain that prompted 
me to can for help. 

1 spent 1 1 days in fee bospitaL 
During that time fee tubes and 
drains were removed, fee intra- 
venous medications were changed 
and then stopped, and finally the 
stitches were removed. 

I was washed. My bed clothing 
was changed when necessary. No 
intravenous bottle was ever empty 
before being dunged, ho needle 
ever missed a vein, no call for assis- 
tance went unanswered. 

My treatment did not end when 
1 left the hospital A muse visited 
our home daily for lOdays to make 
sure that the incision was healing 
properly and to give me shots of 
anti-coagulants.

Prost Wins Easily for Lead in Standings

BARCELONA — Alain Prosi of 
France regained (he lead in the 
world drivers’ championship on 
Sunday when he won (he Spanish 
Grand' Prix convincingly. 

'• Prost. d fixing a Williams. fin- 
ished 16.S7 seconds ahead of Ayr- 
ton Senna of Brazil to move two 
points ahead of the McLaren driver 
fa the title race. It was the third 
victory in five races this season for 
Prost,’ and his 47th overall. He now 
has 34 points to Senna’s 31

ny and Riccardo Patrese of Italy 
took third and fourth place for

Il was the third Grand Prix on 
the Circuit of Catalunya north of 
Barcelona.

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From Romania , a 7-5 Babe-in- Waiting for the NBA

PAU, France — Gbeorgbe Muresan, not one 
fra: long talk, describes himself as being 128 
meters tall. In the National Basketball Associa- 
tion, that is 7 feet 5)4 inches. Translated into 
NBA dollars, and laid end to end in $100 bills, 
it might be enough to stretch from this adorable 
town in southwestern France, and across the 
Atlantic, to any city in the United States, winch 
is farther than even Muresan can see standing 
on the tip-toes of his size-19 feet 
It is enough to block five shots with one foot 
on the floor, as Muresan did Sunday in Game 3 
of the French championships, a 73-69 victory 
for his dub, Pau-Orthez that kept the European 
champion Limoges from winning this best-of- 
five tournament It is also tall enough for Mure- 
san to not bother with dunking. 

He has a hook shot a turnaround jumper that 
he often shoots flat-footed when the defender 
has stopped jumping up and down, and an all- 
around nice touch from within eight feet or 
about 2 Vi meters. But Muresan did not dunk for 
any of his 12 points, despite being able to look 
into the basket like a cat into a goldfish bowL 
“Thai is spectacular, to dunk, but it's spec- 
tacular for those players who are two meters or 
less,” he said. “For me, the dunk is easy. It is not 
spectacular. Therefore I prefer the other shots.” 

Muresan, 22, has seen on television what 
Shaquille O'Neal can do to backboards in the 


NBA leaving them looking like they had been 
tun over by elephants. He has been impressed. 
Bat when Muresan came to Pau-Orthez last 
fall, be could not do one push up. Now be can 
do four, maybe five. 

Still, if he isn’t Shaquille O’Neal, then be isn't 
the rail- thin Manute Bol, either. Muresan 
weighs 320 pounds (145 kilograms). Amid 
teammates, in person, he somehow does not 
look as gigantic as he appears to be on televi- 
sion. His body is well-proportioned, despite his 
having never lifted weights before this year. The 
potential, as enormous as its casing, is to devel- 
op a strength to match his appearance, and to 
hone his vast, playful energy into agility. 

Muresan is from the Romanian village of 
Tritenii-De-Jos, about 60 kilometers from tbe 
city of Guj-Napoca in Transylvania. His par- 
ents are of normal height, and his five elder 
siblings are nothing like him. He still had never 
shot a basketball when he was 14 years old. 

Then he gashed a leg and was taken to the 
hospital for stitches. He told the doctor he was 
107 meters , tall, or 6-9!A Fourteen years old. 
The doctor also happened to be a basketball 
referee. He called the dub director in Quj, 
something in Romanian that might 
fete to. “You’ll never guess what I’ve just 
seen.” 

With his first shot Muresan sensed a natural 
ability. “I fdt that 1 was bora for this sport,” be 
recalled.

The East Europeans receive tuition in a variety of 
disciplines including copyright law, budgeting, distribu- 
UOn, and the an of the pitch. Four or five past students 
have successfully gone west. 

Myles and Krausoba will fly in with a team of London- 
based lawyers, an agent, producers and such industry 
bigwigs as Mark Shivas, bead of drama at the BBC, and 
Channel Four's David Orion. All have volunteered their 
services. 

“I think one of the reasons they enjoy coming is it’s a 
chance to give something back to the industry,” Myles 
says. 

The chronically bdeagured British film industry well 
knows that charity does not begin at borne. While major 
producers like David Puttnam or Jeremy Thomas can get 
foreign financing for big international films, the smaller 
independents get little benefit from, say, the European 
Script Fuad which Myles says would probably not back a 
film written by an American, or the semi-state organiza- 
tion British Screen, which does not back seemingly com- 
mercial projects. 

“So people have had their projects rejected by both 
organizations on the grounds that they’re loo commercial. 
It’s really Catcb-22," Myles says. 

British television is the major backer of independent 
films (Myles’s last film was entirely funded by the BBC). 
This may mean high quality but it also nwans an intimate 
scale, with the result that when British audiences go ont to 
the movies they seek big screen production values. Le., 
American films, and British filmmak ers find their aspira- 
tions cramped. 

“There are writers coming up in their 20s whom Td like 
to work with who want to write movies on quite a big scale. 
With a lot of films scripted for British TV by definition 
you can’t have armies or a major sequence. It's very much 
people in Hampstead." Myles says. 

The 23 Oscar nominations Britain got this year for films 
that are small by Hollywood standards, and the five 
Oscars actually won, will not change the government's 
hands-off policy to the film industry, in Myles’s opinion. 

"The problem with this government is that they tend to 
say if you got five Oscars without help, why should we do 
anything?" The industry consensus seems to be not to ask 
for direct government subsidies but for an investment- 
incentive plan based on tax breaks.

What independent producers lack the most is develop- 
ment money to acquire and prepare a script (Myles 
recently lost an unpublished first novel to Francis Ford 
Coppola). For the average British film about $150,000 is 
needed, Myles says. “But development costs are hard to 
estimate. People speak of- development hell because some- 
times you can be in development for four or five years. A 
film like “Gandhi' was 20 years in development." 

Highly respected by industry colleagues. Myles is a 
friendly Scot who studied philosophy at Edinburgh Uni- 
versity and says she sometimes minks it is easier for a 
woman to be a producer because the job consists largely of 
responding to the director’s needs. 

“1 am not sure what happens between a very powerful 
male producer and a very powerful male director. The 
thing s we were brought up to do. making sure everything’s 
all right, come very naturally although I hate to say it 
because it sounds reactionary.” What it also sounds like is 
being in the drivers seat while claiming you can’t change a 
tire. 

While at college in 1968. Myles became deputy director 


of the Edinburgh International Film Festival, 
its director in l?73auheageof 26 — the youngest festival 
director around and. said Variety, “the world's first 
femme director of a celluloid junket.” 

She befriended such young directors as Wim Wenders, 
Brian de Palma, David Cronenberg and Martin Scorsese, 
and in 1980 moved to California to direct the Pacific Him 
Archive in Berkeley. In 1952, the year she was given the 
British Film Institute’s Special Award for services to film, 
she became film consultant to the newfy formed Channel 
Four. 

Her mentor as a producer was David Puunam, whose 
Enigma Films she joined in 1983. When Puttnam began, 
his quickly combusted stewardship of Columbia Pictures, 
be put Myles in charge of European production, which 
meant commuting to Los Angeles every ax weeks. 

’“The joy of making afihn on 3 small midget," she says 
of her return to Britain, u is that there's no committee of 
executives to dictate happy endings." 

Her first production, “Defense of the Realm," a much- 
praised political thriller, would probably not have been 
made bad she not had Puttnam's name as executive 
producer, she says. Her company, which she operates from 
home In North London, is called Pandora after the Pabst 
film, after “Pandora and the Flying Dutchman," and after 
the mythical Pandora who she feels has got a bad press 
over the ages. 

Her next film, “The Commitments," based on the first 
pan of Roddy Doyle's Dublin-set trilogy, cost SI2J 
million and was the only British film on the list of top 
earners for 1991. the others being American. It was direct- 
ed by Alan Parker, and “The Snapper," based on part two 
of Doyle's trilogy, is directed by Stephen Frears. So Myles 
dearly' has a gift for getting highly successful British 
renegades to return from Hollywood and malm smaller 
films at home. 

“The work that Alan and Stephen have done is so 
fantastic that maybe it wQl encourage some of the others. 1 
don’t want to sound judgmental. I don't think they should 
be here or there, but I mink it's nice that they can come 
hack." 

What sets Myles apart, and she says perhaps accounts 
for her small output, is the time she spends on getting the 
script right. 

“A lot of European films are funded from four or five 
different sources and trying to keep that money in balance 
is a very sensitive thing . With almost every film I know, 
films produced by friends, one of the dements win disap- 
pear. someone will go bankrupt or win reneg and you have 
to refinance. The problem is trying to balance having the 
money and actually having the script ready, and it may be 
that you deddejust to go ahead, but T ihmk if a script isn't 
right it never comes right during drooling. Even with 
desperate rewriting you end up putting in a voice-over. 
Films with voice-overs — you know they’re trying to 
salvage a scrip L" 

Myles's own taste is not at all for gen led middlebrow 
movies, the son of Laura Ashley British film that Ameri- 
cans seem to relish. In general she says, there is not much 
emotion in English films. “Or in English life,” she adds. 

“I think it’s in John Fowies's novel ‘Danid Martin' that 
one of the characters says cinema is about revealing and 
the essence of British life is to conceal." 

This thin-bloodedness does not apply to Myles's small 
but rich f ilms “I am a Scot,” she says, “so I have a 
different view."

in the shape of a smile, asif to say, “Have a Nice Day.” 
Dotuded of its skin, the frail offers us. a banana ptd, 
on which one slips to the peat hilarity of onlookers. 

In old American slang, banana oil means “non- 
sense" (its humorous connotation far different from- 
snake oil, meaning “fraudulent"). A top banana is a 
leading comedian. To go bananas is to go mazy, and 
the nonsensical meaning is reflected in the verse of 
another 1930$ song, “wit Not for Me,” from the 
Gershwins’ “Girl Crazy**:

' r T* HE title of Bernard Knox’s 
f JL stimulating oca- book is a bit 
Sof a tease.

Lnticipaies an aggressive defense of 
^ancient Greek culture against the 
Jmuluculturalists and feminists who 
oargue. noi imaurecilv. that the clas- 
sical Greek polis. having been a 


sort of men’s club based on a slave 
labor economy and the subjugation 
of women, appears today, in 
Knox's own words, an emblem of 
“reactionary conservatism" and of 
“enforced conformity." 

Knox does mount such a defense, 
to be sure, particularly in the first of 
his three pieces, tbe title essay. “The 
Oldest Dead White European 
Males." But he is hardly combative 
about the issue. In fact, at moments 
he even downs a little, translating 
Shelley's 1822 remark “We are til 
Greeks" into the modern advertising 
slogan 1‘Greeks ‘R' Us.” 

Knox also stresses the otherness 
of ancient Greek civilization, quot- 
ing from Louis MacNeice’s poem 
“Autumn Journal”: 

And how one can imagine oneself 
among them 
l do not know; 


It was all so unimaginably different 
And all so long ago. 

In the book's two other essays, 
he moves on to different, if related, 
concerns. In “The Walls of 
Thebes” be defines that most amor- 
phous of concepts “tbe human- 
ities'' as a bundle of disciplines 
whose “typical medium of expres- 
sion is the written word" and that 
have in common an emphasis on 
the {tost. Having accomplished that 
much, he then traces the growth of 
the humanities in ancient Greece 
and shows thal “they were on the 
defensive then as they are now. 
that, then as now, they were vulner- 
able to the accusation that they 
posed questions but gave no defini- 
tive answers, that their effect was 
often unsettling, if not subversive, 
that they made their devotees unfit 
for real life — ‘a nrind unfinished.* 


said Pindar, ‘and fed with scraps of 
a thousand virtues.' ’ 

And in “The Continuity of 
Greek Culture," he explores how 
the distant past manifests itself in 
modem Greece, a culture that clas- 
sicists normally shun.’ 

From the experience of living 
there for a year. Knox concludes 
that while the people and “the look 
of the place” are not at all what one 
might expect from reading the clas- 
sics, there is much that endures in 
the climate and tbe patterns of 
speech, if only one takes the trouble 
to feel and listen. 

Still, it is the promise of its title 
that attracts one to this book. So 
what sticks in the reader’s mind is 
Knox’s defense of classical litera- 
ture's relevance to the contempo- 
rary American scene. Aside from 
drawing attention to the obvious 
persistence of Greek mythology in 


modem culture, he writes that it is 
hard “to think of a historical work 
that is more multicultural than that 
of Herodotus." 

And to tbe f eminis t argument 
thal the treatment of women in 
Greek tragedy was amply a rein- 


forcement of the dominant male 
ideology, he responds that such a 
oondusion overlooks the underly- 
ing subversiveness of tbe tragedi- 
ans’ message, which suggested 
“that in many cases the result oi 
confining a wife to tbe house, die

slaves and the children was to cre- 
ate a potentially dangerous, explo- 
sive force." 

As cogent as this argument may 
be, there remains something pa- 
thetic about having to defend the 
relevance of a dramaturgy that 
stands firmly as the foundation of 
everything that has come after it in 
Western culture. One might as 
forcefully argue thal the CHd and 
New Testaments still infect our 
morality. 

Knox is more effective in his 
introduction to "The-Norton Book 
of Qasscal Literature" (just pub- 
lished by W. W. Norton; 886 
pages; $29.95), of which anthology 
be is the editor. 

Here, in an elegantly concise his- 
tory of Greek and Roman litera- 
ture, lie is forced to examine why 
the Romans succeeded in uniting 
their empire where tbe Grades had 


failed, and what this implied for the 
respective literatures of the two cul- 
tures. Such a discussion is consider- 
ably more pertinent to contempo- 
rary cultural conundrums than 
jumping up and down and crying 
out. Hey, Herodotus wrote about 
lots of different peoples! 

But Knox’s most eloquent claim 
for tbe relevance of the oldest dead 
white European males is his obser- 
vation that they will always win in 
any free competition. 

Tbe Greeks “have stood the test 
of time, more than 2,000 years of H, 
and have become a base element of 
our c h a ra cter, of our nature,” he 
writes. “And. as the Roman poet 
Horace remarked, you may toss na- 
ture out with a pitchfork, but it wilj 
still come running back in.”
